The University of Nebraska at Omaha disappeared 
today, according to usually reliable sources. 

Shortly after being tipped-off by a man with a 
southern accent, a reporter arrived on the scene and

The administration declined to immediately 
comment on the situation. A spokesman said, “If the 
university had disappeared, surely we would know 
about it first and as yet no one has told us about it.” He
